2. Chapter VII Production Rosoonslbilitv 

The Committee approved the proposal of the Scientific Es timat es / 
Committee that production responsibility for PIS Sections 71 and 72 be ra~ 
allocated as follows*

The Committee also approved the following proposals of ths Scientific 
Estimates Committee: 

a. That production under the now allocation® of responsibilities 
for Chapter VII will begin with the preparation of HIS 39 (China) „ 

b* That production of HIS contributions to Chapter VII 9 prior 
to the preparation of HIS 39 (China) will continue under the .co- 
ordination of OSl/CIA for review by the SEC, with the exception of 
Section 73 (Atomic Energy) which will be reviewed by JAEIC. 

NIS Committee members will advise the producing components wit hin their 
respective agencies of the above decisions. 

At the request of the Navy member the Vice-Chairman presented for 
Committee consideration a question concerning the proposed production during 
FT 1954 of Section 35 and Supplement I (Forts and Naval Facilities) on NIS 9S ' 
(Hawaii) and NIS 77 (Panama). The Transportation Corps, Anoy, is planning to 
produce these elements to fulfill a specific requirement of the Chief of toe 
Transportation Corps, and, as is customary, has requested ths Navy to products 
the Naval Facilities portions of these studies. The Navy is not in accord 
with the proposed scheduling of these elements for the following reasons: 

a. Both areas are extremely low on the JCS Priority List* 

b» Since port facilities may be said to be the naval 
facilities existent in both areas, the major effort would 
devolve upon Navy. 

c. Intelligence on the two areas Is, essentially^ domestic 
intelligence, the production of which does not appear warranted 
in view of other areas of more vital Importance to national 
security which remain to be covered. 
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The Vice-Chairman pointed out that the establishment of the NIS 
Production Schedules is based upon the JCS Priority List which 1b presently 
under revision by the Joint Staff, Inclusion of the areas involved in the 
tentative FY 1954 Production Schedule will depend upon their position in th© 
revised list. Following discussion, the Committee decided to defer action in 
this matter pending receipt of this revised list* In the interim, the Army 
member will suggest that Transportation Corps indicates two substitute areas* 
in which they have an interest, which can be considered in the event Areas 
98 and 77 cannot be given favorable consideration due to their position on the 
revised priority list. 

4. of- Controlled-Restrlcted ITXS 

In accordance with his agreement, the State masher reported th© results 
of his investigation with respect to the number of Re stricted-Coatrolled NIS 
elements disseminated to alien employees of his agency's foreign missions* 

(Refer to NIS Committee Meetings Nos. 140 and 141 , dated 28 October and 18 
November, respectively) . He stated that two Sections 45 (Health and Sanitation) 
and one Section 60 (Introduction » Economic) had been disseminated, but that 
none of these elements carried a control statement, Hie Vice-Chairman reiterated 
CIA's position regarding foreign nationals having access to classified material, 
and ashed that the ruling in this connection as set forth in NIS Committee 
Mooting No. 141 be adherred to.

The Vice-Chairman stated that of the 40 Sections scheduled for the 
, and the 72 Sections overdue, only five Sections had been received in 
D/B to date. The State member stated that his agency exoects to fulfill 
approximately 75 % of its commitment for the, month, while the A ray member anti- 
cipated delivery of 13 Sections in addition to the 5 Sections already submitted 
by his agency. The Vice-Chairman informed th© members that D/B has a deadline 
for the submission of its Monthly Report, and that any NIS elements delivered 
to D/3 subsequent to close of business on th© first working day following th® 
end of th© month will not be included in this Report* Sine© deliveries 
through normal courier channels usually take two or three days, be advised th© 
members to hand-carry any elements which are ready for delivery during the 
closing days of tbs month to insure their being received in sufficient tic© 
for the Monthly Report.

Th© Vice-Chairman referred to the FT 1954 Production Schedule, planning 
for which is now under way in the agencies, la preparing the tentative schedule, 
he requested that the members give consideration to filling in gaps on M g h 
priority areas which are nearing completion. He pointed out that there are 57 
NIS areas on which some elements have been produced, and of these, 24 areas are 
in the high priority group. JUS on about 10 areas are 75$ or more complete, and 
iE rcmshl y 96 ^ complete. The Vico-Chairman expressed th© hops 
that the NIS on many of those areas would be completed in FT 1954. He called 
attention to the fact that when all other NIS elements have been completed on 
an area It would be necessary to consider production of Chapter I (Brief), and 
that a number of questions had been raised by the members a© to whether th© 
present Outline for this Chapter was in line with requirements. Following 
discussion of various methods to be used in th© preparation of th© Chapter I 
elements, th© Committee agreed to study the natter and to baring it up for further 
consideration when the FT 1954 Production Schedule i B established.
